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The notice recently posted on the Board in 
the Faculty of Applied Science to the ■effect that 
forty per cent, must in future be made to enable 
a student to pass in their examinations, came 
with somewhat of a shock to many of the stu- 
dents. If the opinion of the latter had been asked 
there would probably have been little doubt 
evinced but that enough grey matter had been 
consumed in coming up to the standard under 
the old regime. What the result will be in the 
future many dread to think, but express little or 
no doubt. Doubtless, however, the authorities 
feel themselves justified in taking the step, and 
that it is for the best interests of the institution. 
Tliere is no doubt but that in the last few years 
the marking of papers has been very strict, and 
the mortality rate has been very high, especially 
in the Third and Fourth Years. We think, how- 
ever, we can understand the motives of the 
Faculty in making this move. At the present 
time the College enjoys a very gratifying reputa- 
tion as a school of scientific training, and she has 
reason to feel proud of her many sons wlio have 
gone forth form her halls and made names for 
themselves and their Ahiui Motcv in different 
parts of the world. It is, therefore, to the interests 



of the institution to guard against the possibility 
of conferring a degree upon anyone whom they 
feel would not prove a factor in upholding the 
fair name that she now ’enjoys, that these strin- 
gent regulations are being enforced. As sons of 
McGill we feel that this is right, and the action 
of the Faculty should only serve to stimulate as 
to prove to all that we are equal to any reason- 
able call that may be made upon us. 



In spite of certain agitation to the contrary. 
Theatre Night will this year be conducted on the 
same old lir.’es as in previous years. The change 
in the Sports’ Day arrangements encouraged the 
suggestion that some of the undesirable features 
attending Theatre Night might be avoided if 
some other programme could b’e arranged. One 
of the suggestions was a dance in Windsor Hall, 
but the majority of the boys, as well as the Alma 
Mater Society, to whom it was referred, de- 
cid’ed to let things go on unchanged. It would 
certainly seem a pity to let this annual carnival 
of fun drop. It has now become associated with 
the institution, and the students as well as the 
people of the town look forward to it with more 
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or less anticipation. While it is tuic 
that there is too much license al o\ve( i 
(lulg'ed in, yet by judicious management this can 
be avoided to a very great extent, and eveiy 
thing be made to run smoothly and haimoni 
ously. It is to be hoped that this year the boys 
will give tire Company every chance while the 
play is going on, and confine their remarks anc 
enthusiasm to the interval Ijetween the acts. 



During the past week another Faculty has dc- 
cided to fine the students of the Second Year for 
“raishing” the Freshmen. It seems a pity that the 
University authorities shoiinld be determined to 
put a stop to the “ rushes ’’ which have for so 
long been an annual custom at McGill. It is 
not often that anyone is actually hurt in these 
encounters, or any harm done to College pro- 
perty. Of course, when the affair takes place 
inside one of the buildings there is a possibility 
of damage, but when it is held out of doors this 
is not the case. 

It has several times been suggested that the 
annual “rush” should be between the whole First 
and Second Years of the University, and that it 
should be held on the Campus. It seems as if 
the students will have to choose between some- 
thing of this sort and giving up. the “rush’’ alto- 
gether, and the present is certainly an oppor- 
tune time for discussing the matter. 



MR. DOOLEY. 

ARTICLE I. 

Tile philosopher of the “ Archey Road,’’ who 
has become a national character in the humorous 
literature of the day, under the Hibernian cog- 
nomen of Mr. Dooley, is not entirely a fictitious 
character. The original Mr. Dooley was the ire- 
presentative of a certain type of Irish- American 
— the keeper of a small saloon in the Sixth Ward 
of Chicago, living on terms of neighbourly en- 
mity with his German business rival, Schvvartz- 
meisten, and delivering nightly, for the edifica- 
tion of his friend, Mr. Ilennessy, sundry sao-e 
opinions on the ))olitical and educational’ issues 
of the day. Such was the original Mr. Dooley, 
who suddenly found himself brought into public 
notice through the medium of the pen of the able 
and witty Chicago journalist, Philip P. Dunne, 
at first under his own name, much to his riMit 
eous indignation. He complained to the editor 
of tlie paper m which Dunne’s sketches first ap- 
peared that Peter Dunne, a “decent boy but a 
Viliam, vyas making life a burden to him bv 
putting lus remarks in print, distorted after the 
usual manner of newspapers in general (College 



papers excepted). The name was then f„o 
to Mr. Dooley. In these sketches, the y 
humorist represents his hero 
topics of tile day with cutting sarcasm, 
and sometimes disguised, by humorous sa> h 
and overdrawn descriptions. He shews us r 
in the garb of fiction, and 'ridicules American 
politics, the European Concert, and, in tact, 
every topic he touches on, in a species of comic 
narrative. He represents the late Piesident 
as writing the following Hibernian comments 
on foreign affairs in his Presidential Mess- 
age ; ” Thanks to your Uncle Bill, times 

is looking up, and will be more so in the near 
future. The foreign relations are of the most 
jileasant nature. With England, we are on such 
terms as must plaze every Canadian, but not on 
any such terms as would make any Irishman 
think w^e are on such terms as we ought not to 
be. In other words, we cherish a deep, deep 
animosity mingled with passionate love — such 
feelings as we must entertain to a nation with 
common impulses for the same money, and a 
common language of abuse. " ” Something 

ought to be (lone for the Nicaragua Canal, but 
what the divil it is I dunno." 

In commenting on politics and public life at 
home, he is ecpially outspoken and to the point. 
In sympathizing with Mr. Aston's desire to 
change his citizenship, he observes: “If a man 
does not care much for fighting, living in Ameri- 
ca wdl be like trying to reacl the lives of the 
saints at a meeting of the Clan Xa Gael.” 

Mr. Dooley's observations on the War in the 
Transvaal are pithy and cynical, though they 
are too well known to need much illustration. 
Inspired by the instinct of the politician, he savs; 
“If I had been Kruger there would have been no 
war. I would have given the Outlanders the 
votes, but I’d have done the counting (myself).” 
He depicts i\ir. Chamberlain as complaining 
that the peojde who are taking all the monev 
out of the country should not be entitled to the 
franchise, and further on saying, " Is it possible 
that at this stage of the world s progress an Eng- 
lishman should be denied the right to drop off a 
train anywhere in the civilized' world and cast 
his lni])erial vote ?" 

So much for the Archey Road philosopher's 
view of one side of the question, but the Sixth 
Ward sage is equally humorous and sarcastic 
when dealing with Kruger's Fabian poliev of de- 
lay. and his endeavour to strike the first blow 
when England wa.< off her guard. .After des- 
cribing the Boers as "a quiet pasthral people that 
.goes about their business in their own way raisin’ 
h-11 with ev’rybody,” he puts the following words 
in Kru.ger’s mouth: “I’ll bequeath to mv frinds, 
th’ En.glish, or such iv them as was here befure I 
c(>me, tir inalienable an’ sacred right to demand 
fr’m me succissor th’ privilege iv' ilicting an al- 
dherman,” he says. “But.” he says, “in the mane- 
time.” he says, “we’ll lave things th' wav thev 
arc,” he says. To illustrate Kruger’s i’dea to 
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take England at a disadvantage, lie quotes tlie 
Boer as saying; “I may've read it in th’ Bible, 
though I think I saw it in a scand’lous book me 
{rind, Rhodes, left in his bedroom las’ time he 
called on me, that ye shud niver discard an ace 
to dhraw to a flush." he says. " I deplore the 
language, but th’ sintiment is sound,” he says. 
" An’ I believe ye’cr intintions to presarve peace 
ar-re honest, bint 1 don't like to see ve pullin’ off 
ye'er coat, an' here goes f'r throuble whilst ye 
have ye'er airms in th’ sleeves.” he says. “ F’r,’’ 
he says, ” ye have put ye'er hand in th’ reaper 
an’ it cannot turn back,” he says. 

Air. Dooley’s latest comments on the War, 
however, are humorous at the expense of the 
English Army and the recent proclamations. He 
describes the recent condition of affairs as fol- 
lows: "Ye see,” said Air. Dooley, “th’ Gover’- 
mint is tired iv th’ way th’ war’s been goin’. It’s 
becomin’ a nuisance. Whin rayspictable Eng- 
lish people go to war, they don't ixpict to have 
to keep it up foriver. They’se other things to 
do. But th’ Boers wndd-en't stop. Alanny at- 
tinipts was made to con-cilyate thim. ‘ If ye lay 
down ye’er ar-rms an’ cut ye’er hair,’ said Lord 
Roberts iv Candyhar an’ Cork an’ Pretorya an’ 
th’ dominyons beyond th’ sea, ‘an’ f’rget Kruger 
an’ larn to sing ‘Gawd save th’ King,’ ye’ll be 
allowed to stand again a wall an’ be shot. Other- 
wise.’ he says, ‘I’ll soon have to take dhrastic 
measures again ye,’ he says. ‘No,’ says th’ Boers, 
‘we’re sorry, but we must rayfuse ye’er kind wur- 
ud iv welcome. Nawthin’ wud give ms more 
pleasure thin to pro-vide good target practice 
f’r ye’er gallant la-ads,’ they says. ‘They need 
it,’ says they. ‘But,’ they says, ‘gr-reat as wud

YALE UNIVERSITY. 

Extensive preparations are being made this 
year for the Yale bicentennial. Arches have 
been placed over many of the College entrances, 
and the framework for the illuminations is going 
up rapidly along the street fronts of the Campus 
buildings. The city has also begun to string the 
wires for tire electric lights, several thousand in 
number, many of which form festoons from the 
city flag-pole as a center. The route of the stu- 
dents’ and graduates’ torch-light procession on 
Monday niglit has been shortened to a distance 
of about two miles and a half. The procession 
itself, with the marchers six abreast, will be about 
a mile and a half long and contain 7,000 men in 
uniform or costume. Visitors coming to New 
Haven can obtain, on purchasing their railway 
tickets, a certificate entitling them to a one-third- 
fare rate on their return. Tlie torch-light pro- 
cession will be led by the Class of 1901, dressed 
in the costumes of Gov. Taft’s Filipino body- 
guard. 

The singing chorus at the historical panto- 
mimes on the Campus, will be led by 300 under- 
graduates and a brass band of sixty pieces. 
Fifty-six universities and colleges will send re- 
presentatives to the celebration. 

A joint concert of the Yale and Harvard Musi- 
cal Clubs is to be given at Boston on the night 
before tbe Yale-Harvard football game. 

The University Brass Band has been reorgan- 
ized and has adopted a uniform. The Band will 
take part in the bicentennial celebration. 



BROWN UNIVERSITY. 

A new system of department visitation is to 
be tried at Brown. Eminent graduates and 
other friends of the College have been asked 
to serve on committees, whose duty will be to 
visit the several departments of the Uni\rersitv 
periodically and report on desirable changes in 
equipments and methods. 



HARVARD UNIVERSITY. 

Professor Putnam, Curator of the Pcabodv 
Museum of Archeology and Ethnologv at Har- 
vard, has just returned from an extensive trip in 



the West, where he has been engag'id 
search bearing upon the question of the anti- 
quity of man. While engaged in this work m 
California, Professor Putnam was invited by 
IVesident Wheeler, of the University of Califo>r- 
nia, to organize in that University a department 
of Anthropology. Professor Putnam is also serv- 
ing as Chairman of the committee which is en- 
gaged in the anthropological research provided 
for by M/rs. Flearst, one of the regents of the 
University of California. Professor Putnam 
brought with him, on bis retuim, a few specimens 
for the Museum. 

I wo advanced graduate students of the depart- 
ment of Archaeology an<l Ethnology have been 
'‘^’’R^g'ed all summer upon special work in the 
West. Mr. W. C. Farrabee has been in New 
Mexico, exploring tbe ruins of a small pueblo 
and ancient burying-place. Mr. A. M. Tozzer 
bas begun to study the myths and languages of 
the Navajo Indians. 

A few courses have started this week in the 
new Engineering Building, Pierce Hall. As 
the rooms are finished, other courses will be ac- 
commodated, and it is expected that by about 
the first week in November the whole building 
will be occupied by the Engineering Depart- 
ment. The transfer of practically all the Scien- 
tific School courses to the new building will 
leave the old Lawrence Scientific School for 
other uses.

Without doubt there are many 
books published which are of little value, which 
are ephemeral ; but the fact that a book reaches 
a certain class of readers, stimulating thought 
and arousing discussion, is its pass-word into 
the libraries of the people. What must be 
guarded against is the tendency to make books 
too cheap through pirated editions, and by 
poor and hasty editions struck off after the 
copyright has expired.

A person will always appreciate a book 
more; even though it contain the most wonder- 
ful of thoughts, if it be clad in a suitable manner ; 
and a reacti( n in favour of the book that is 
beautifully and tastefully gotten up, is in pro- 
gress. There is a tendency to idealise the 
work of the older book makers, they who for 
weeks and months pored over the “ blazoned 
page,” doing all the work by hand, and labour- 
ing to make each letter and page bespeak the 
individuality of the one who fashioned it.

Many guilds and private presses are engaged 
in this kind of work, notable among them being 
the Craftsman’s Guild of Boston, Mass. Three 
personalities combine to make the books of 
this guild interesting and valuable ; the author, 
the artist, who hand-letters and decorates them, 
and the illuminator. The lettering, illuminat- 
ing and binding are subordinate to the thought 
of the artist, and in harmony with it. In this 
way a volume, which is at once beautiful and 
original, is produced.

SPORTS’ DAY. 

Oct. i6, 1901. 

Another Sports’ Day has come and gone. 
This year, however, it has not seemed to evoke 
the same interest as formerly. Both on the 
Campus and at the M.A.A. A. Grounds the num- 
ber of spectators was considerably below the 
average, while McGill colours and college yells 
were conspicious by their absence. In the af- 
ternoon, especially, there was an unusual silence. 
As the competition was no longe.- between the 
Faculties, the “ rooters ’’ were all at sea, and no 
one knew what to yell. 

The small attendance was largely due to the 
weather, which was cold and rainy ; but the sud ■ 
den change in the form of competition, the pre- 
vious uncertainty as to the date, and the fact 
that it were held in the middle of the week, 
without Theatre Night as a conclusion, also told 
against Sports’ Day. As to the sports them- 
selves they were on the whole a success. In 
the morning, despite the fact that the grounds 
were soft and slippy from the recent rains, three 
records were broken. These were the 16 lb, 
hammer. 56 lb. weight and the discus In the first 
event T. C. Fraser beat his own record of 98 ft. 
8^ in., sending the hammer 100 ft. 10 in. 

The 56 lb. weight was a sensational contest. 
H. L. Pavey did better than the College record 
in each of his three throws. The former record 
was 22 ft. 7^ in., Pavey made 23 ft. 9 in., 24 ft. 
2 in., 24 ft. in., and then in an 

exhibition 24 ft. 6 % in, 1 he record will stand 
as 24 ft. in., as exhibition throws do not 
count as records. The second man, W. P. Og- 
ilvie, also did better than the previous record, 
going 24 ft. in., and 24 ft. 4 in. 



Ogilvie, in the discus, beat out even the tape 
measure. When he had thrown it was found 
that the tape was not long enough, and it had 
to be measured in sections. His best throw in 
competition was 104 ft. 73^ in., but he bettered 
that in exhibition with a throw of 105 ft. 53^ 
in. The previous record was 102 ft. inches, 
held by T. C. Fraser. 

The running hop step and jump, the 16 lb. 
shot, and the trial heats in the 100 yards dash 
were also pulled off. 

In the afternoon no further records were brok- 



pouring rain. The events, however, were well 
and evenly contested. 

J. D. Morrow was first past the tape in the 
five events in which he was entered, viz., iOO 
yards, 220yard.s, 440 yards, 880 yards and 220 
yards hurdles. Naturally, no time was lowered, 
but one of his performances was remarkable. 
In the 440 yards, the fifth event he had com- 
peted in, after being in uniform all after- 
noon in the cold and often out in the wet, he 
crossed in 52 seconds, with no one to push him.
